TOMMY: 
The Background 


ommy actually started out as a girl. Buried in the ending of an unreleased 1968 

Who song called Glowgirl are the lyrics, “it’s a girl, Mrs. Walker, it’s a gil.” Fans of 

The Who and Tommy will recognize the familiar four strum guitar riff used 
throughout Tommy from a 1969 Who song, Rael, and a tune from The Who Sell Out ent- 
tled I Can't Reach You contains the phrase, “...see, feel or hear from ya.” 

At the time Tommy premiered in 1969, The Who itself had yet to achieve fame in 
America. As a result of Tommy, The Who became known as “the group with the rock 
opera,” even more so due to its double-album concept. The Who went on to perform 
the piece worldwide, including a run at New York’s prestigious Metropolitan Opera 
House. In addition, choreographer Fernand Nault created a ballet of Tommy in 1971 
for Les Grands Ballet Canadiens, using the actual Who album as the score. 

Tommy was recorded in the mid-1970s by the London Symphony Orchestra featur- 
ing an all-star cast of respected artists including Ringo Starr, Steve Winwood and Rod 
Steward. Ken Russell’s lavish film version was released in 1975, simultaneously idolizing 
and parodying the excesses of the current pop culture. The movie brought the music 
of Tommy and The Who to millions worldwide and suddenly Tommy and Britain’s “other 
Fab Four” were thrust into the forefront of instant pop-culturedom. 

April, 1993 saw Tommy open on Broadway, 24 years to the day of its premiere by The 
Who. Once again, Tommy was reaching a whole new generation of followers. The jour- 
ney of the last 27 years has taken Tommy from concert halls to theatrical stages with 
Tommy transforming itself (himself?) from misunderstood youth to reluctant messiah.

TOMMY: 
The Story 


ommy tells the story of a little boy who becomes deaf, dumb and blind after 
witnessing his father murder his mother’s lover. 


Set against the backdrop of World War II London, Mrs. Walker learns that her hus- 
band is presumed dead in the war. Soon after she gives birth to their son Tommy. 

Four years later, Captain Walker is freed from a POW camp and returns home to find 
his wife celebrating her birthday with her new lover and four year old son. When the lover 
attacks Captain Walker as an intruder, Tommy’s father shoots the man in self-defense, 
unaware that Tommy is watching the murder in the reflection of a mirror. 

They tell Tommy, “you didn’t hear it, you didn’t see it, you won't say nothing to no 
one ever in your life...”. Those words have tragic consequences as Tommy stares off into 
his own reflection. 

Although Captain Walker is acquitted, Tommy is traumatized by what he has seen 
and heard. He is left deaf, dumb and blind by the events of that night. The journey to 
recovery takes Tommy through a series of adventures involving his lewd and corrupt 
Uncle Ernie, a prostitute called “the Gypsy” and his cruel Cousin Kevin. Tommy is even- 
tually led to the sights and sounds of a pinball arcade. It is here, among the flashing lights 
and throbbing sounds that Tommy achieves notoriety for playing pinball - perfectly. He 
is an overnight sensation, the Pinball Wizard. 

As Tommy’s fame grows as a pinball champion, his parents continue to hope for a 
cure. When Tommy finally breaks though his wall of silence, his “miracle cure” becomes 
sensationalized in the press and Tommy is hailed as the new messiah for his generation. 
His stardom overflows and everyone wants to be like him - the original deaf, dumb and 
blind boy. 

But, all Tommy ever wanted was to be like them- able to hear, talk and see. Angry at 
his inability to provide them with the immediate deliverance they seek, his followers aban- 
don him. Tommy is left with his family and himself, whole, again. 

“See me, feel me, touch me, heal me.” Tommy’s words echo throughout his search 
for himself and recovery. All Tommy wants is to be like the rest of us. If we look hard 
enough in that mirror, we can find a part of Tommy in each of us.

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TOMMY 


By Mary Dixon 


ince it was first introduced in con- 
cert by The Who on April 22, 1969, 
Pete Townshend's groundbreaking 
rock opera, Tommy, has been 
through several incarnations. The Who 
recorded Tommy as a double album, per- 
forming it in concerts around the world. 
Les Grands Ballet Canadienes choreo- 
graphed it as a ballet. The London 
Symphony Orchestra performed the 
score with an all-star cast. Ken Russell 
created an outrageous 1975 film version 
starring Roger Daltrey and Ann-Margaret. 
Twenty-four years after the rock opera’s 
first public performance, Tommy came 
to Broadway as a full-scale musical fea- 
turing a multi-media display, dazzling 
choreography, pulsating pinball 
machines, and an on-stage band. 

Adapted for the stage by Townshend 
and director Des McAnuff, the 1993 
Broadway spectacle broke box office 
records and garnered five prestigious Tony 
Awards. Now The WHO's Tommy is on the 
road, giving audiences across America a 
chance to see him, hear him, and feel him. 
Behind the effort to re-create the Tony-win- 
ning Broadway musical for its 40-week 
national tour is 37-year-old stage director 
Victoria Bussert, who envisioned the tour- 
ing production as musical theatre with a 
concert atmosphere. The set has the defi- 
nite feel of a rock-and-roll concert with the 
band and the technical equipment appear- 
ing on stage. 

Integrating a new technique into road 
shows, the production uses 21 film pro- 
jectors to show cinematic images that 
can pull audiences into the middle of 
war action or take them inside a char- 
acter’s mind. Some of the show’s most 
spectacular effects involve, what else, 
pinball machines. The set for “Pinball 
Wizard” features huge light boxes that 


are scoreboards of the three competing 
pinball machines. In another scene, the 
entire set turns into a huge pinball 
machine that transports viewers into 
the inside of the game. 

In what she calls “the most amazing 
collaboration of my career,” Brussert has 
brought together some of the entertain- 
ment industry’s most sought-after talent, 
including Hollywood set designer Tony 
Fanning (Forrest Gump, Indian in the 
Cupboard) and_ projection designer 
Wendell K. Harrington (the original 
Broadway Tommy). Bussert credits 
Fanning and Harrington as the two col- 
laborators most responsible for carrying 
out her vision of Tommy. Other mem- 
bers of the creative team include choreo- 
grapher Dan Stewart (a dancer in Bob 
Fosse’s Chicago and Pippin); costume 
designer Tom _ Reiter (On _ the 
Waterfront); and lighting designer 
Norman Coates (Director of Lighting at 
the North Carolina School of the Arts). 

Together, this extraordinary team 
brings to the stage Tommy’s compelling 
story. After watching his father, who 
has returned from a World War II prison 
camp, kill his mother’s lover, the young 
Tommy becomes deaf, dumb and blind. 
The musical, which begins with the 
war, charts Tommy’s childhood and his 
amazing transformation into a pinball 
wizard and media sensation. The 
WHO's Tommy features a 24-member 
cast, including three actors who play 
Tommy at age four, ten and sixteen. 

“There is a shared experience 
between performer and audience that 
happens in live theater, says director 
Brussert. “I hope that audiences will 
come to this piece and really experi- 
ence it - become a part of the incredible 
energy of the production.”
